Our Contemporaries Say

LIFE SPAN AND LIFE EXPECTANCY

The human quest for perennial existence, or
corporal Immortality, or even man’s more reason-
able hope for a life span greatly exceeding the bib-
lically allotted “three score and ten” years, again
has been blasted. Although literal followers of the
Scriptures have always scoffed at the various alleg-
ed scientific predictions that the tenure of the av-
erage human life might yet be pushed beyond the
century mark, and beyond a shade of a doubt they
have had the preponderance of evidence on their
side, many mortals have avidly clung to the hope
that in this instance particularly science would
successfully refute the Scripture, and have 'tried to
adopt various models of living believed to prolong
interminably the day of reckoning witlj the Grim
Reaper.

But now comes Dr. Louis |. Dublin, statistic-
ian of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., probably
the greatest mortuary expert of his day, declaring
in his address before the American Public Health
Association the other day that in the last century
nothing has happened to encourage tha hope that the
span of human life might be lerigthened. Dr. Dub-
lin admits that extraordinary improvements have
occurred in public health practices and in the field
if medicine, and asserts: “The expectation of life
has increased but the span of life has remained sta-
tionary.” Explaing the fundamental distinction be-
tween “expectation of life” and “span of life,” the
statistician points out that the former is the aver-
age length of life of a people in stationary popula-
tion, and the latter means the life existence which
he majority of persons might hope to attain. He
itates that the life span has remained stationary for
a long time, “and it is altogether unlikely that man
will be able to do anything to change it. The span
if life seems to be fixed by the nature of man him-
self. His internal structure wears out after so many
years of work and use and he appears unable to mas-
er its weakness or give it stamina to last longer.”
Dr* Dublin tells us that the limit cf human life
seems to be fixed more nearly around the 80th thah
‘he 100th year mark. On this point, then, the Bible
ind the scientist seem agreed, for doesn’t the Scrip
Lure say something about three score and ten and
naybe, four score?

At any rate, the Metropolitan statistician, is cer-
alnly not in a disputed or doubted field with the
ay mind when he tells us that it is more than likely
trat “Hark* From the Tune,” will be chanted about
mr remains before we have had a hundred years of
nundane existence.

*pau and endeavor more assidiously to increase the
ife expectancy.

These are to be developed and the process of
education must always be to develop in the best
possible way and to the largest extent these innate
potentialities.

What we learn from books ;» to be mentally
digested and to show itself in our ability to adjust
ourselves to our fellowmen, to develop the best in
>ur physical and psychic life, just as in our physical
bodies we eat bread and meat and corn. We do not
expect to cough that up but we expect it to go thru
a process of physical and chemical change and de
velop into blood and bone and tissues* nerves and
miuscles. etc., that we might have healthy physical
growth and constitution. So that the things we get
from books are to be digested and used for devel-
opment.

Many a man may be able to recite long bits
>f the poetry of Vergil or Homer who does not un-
derstand either Vergil or Homer; while a man may
have long since forgotten the Latin and Greek in
which Vergil and Homer are. written but may have
to digested these great works that they have gener-
ated into power in his life and that power is shown
in the way he conducts his family, how he reverenc-
es his God, how he succeeds in his business, how he
is able to adjust his abilities to his tasks in any line
of endeavor. It is not the fellow who can rattle off a
few phrases he has learned from books that is edu-
cated, and the sooner we get this out of our heads
the better. When one has digested any book and
checked it up with his own experience he ought to
be able to write a better book.
